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SOILED CARPETS.

into very small pieces about au outlie 
of soap and make It into a lather with 
a piut of boiling water; then add a not a 
er quart of water and an ounce of 
borax. 
Put this mixture on the range and 
bring it to n lioil; then remove it. and 
when it is quite cool add an ounce of 
alcohol, one of ammonia and half an 
ounce of glycerin 
Do hut a small per 
lion of the carpet at a time, and reno­ 
vate it by wetting a dean flannel -doth 
in the above mixture and rubbing in 
vigorously uutil the spots are removed 
and the color brought back. Another 
way to bring the colors out may I e 
used, ami it may be accomplished iii 
the ordinary sweeping if salt or dried 
tea leaves or a mixture of both b* 
thickly sprinkled oti the carpet an hour 
before the sweeping is begun.

good, stiff broom when sweeping, and 
the whole appearance of the carpet will 
be marvelously improved.
